Bergeant Romlor Reosives o Modal of Honor
for an Act of Bravery,

FEARFUL MIDNIGHT RIDE ON A PUSH-CAR

"Where Did You Get that Hat ™ —-Mys-
tery of & Fire In A Rear Pocket
is Explained=How a Grocer
Lost m Customer,

One of the bapplest men in the Unhed
Btates army today s Bergeant Norman W.
Ressler of Company D, Seventh infantry, |
now garcisoning Fort Crook. The causs for
hils happiness (s the receipt of the medal of
honor voted him by congress for p\uumry:
on the fleld of El Caney, Cuba, a Jittls over
a4 ymar ago.

The sargeant is a young man of 26 and has
nlready ssrved ona term of enlistment In |
the regular army, having enllsted In 1995
with the Twelfth infantry, Daring this |
perlod of servics he was statloned at Fort
Snelling and wna thers discharged. Taking
a forty days’ furlough he spent some weeks
with his parents, but the lomglng for army
life roturned and he re-enlisted In the Sev-
enth Infantey. When the Spanlsh war brokes
out the rogimemt ‘was stationed at Fort Lo-
gan, Colo., and In April waa ordered to
Chickamausga, from which camp i was went
to Tampa and thers embarked upon the frst
expedition to Santingo. The transport ar-
rived at its destination on June 20 and a few
days Inter was at the front. I{ was during
the battle of Bl Caney that Sergeant. then
Corporal, Reasler distingulshed himeslf, He
himpel! talks very MHttle of the affair, and
modestly says that thers are a half dorsn
In hia own company who deserve a
medal as much as he,

“We wora lving on our facea under a
terrifio fire,” sald Sergeant Ressler, “and
ote of our men foll In front of the lina
The officers withdrew tha comprny a few |
feot for better protection and he was lying
In tha open. A comrads named Bheppard
and mynslt sdged our way forward nntll we
oould gt hold of his feet and then we
dragged him back of the Iina. When we
examined him wa found he was dead, the
bullet having entered just alongeide the left
eys, ooming out at the bass of the brain, Of
coirge had wa known he was dead it is proh-
ahle we would never have gone for him, but
in & place llke that one doesn’t stop to think
whether his comrade la wounded or not. 1
didn't’ know whether he was dead or had
dlod while we were carrying him back of
the llne, It waa all over in a minuts, and
didn't amount to mueh, although it waa
risky work while 1t lasted. 1 waa lucky
enough to have the act seen by the officers.”

Bheppard, the man who, with Ressler,
carried the man back of the llne, also re-
celved a medal similar to that worn by the
esergeanrt. He has been discharged from the
asearvice and ls now in the east. The medal
itself la of bronze, being a five-pointed star,
one slde having in rellef Columbia with her
shield, thrusting Tyranny aside, and the
other bearing the Inseription: “The Congrees
of the United SBtates to Corporal Norman W.
Ressler, Company D, Seventh Infantry, for
gallantry in action at Bl Caney, Cuba, July
1, 1858." Above the star are two orossed
cannons, surmounted by an Amorlcan eagle.
A broad silk ribbon of red, white and blua
oonnacta the medal to the pln bar, on which
is engraved the reciplent’s name,

Accompanying the medal s a certificate
of merit stating that Bergeant Norman W.
Hessle: has been given tha certificate In
recognition of his “'dlstingulehed bravery In
nssisting the wounded before the lines under
a heavy fire from the enemy."” Thid certifi-
oite entitles the holder to an addition of $2
to his monthly pay.
